llow much tlie friends of the Administra- 
tion dislike even this little stir, is beBt sliowu 
by a brief extract from a speech of senator 
Hale on the S.h ol Januaty : 

1 wish now to p<iv a wcr l in *1ptj to what 
ftflHrom my friend from Wiscousin in regard 
to a charge which is certaiuly new to me; and 
that is, mat I have made whuiesile charges 
against this Administration. I deny that I 
ever made any charge agiiust the Administra- 
tion, or that I ever made any wholes-tie 
charges againht the Secretary of the Navy. 
It is a littls singular that 6ach a charge as that 
should Im brought. Two years ago, by the 
report of the Committee on Naval Affurs, I 
brought distinctly before the Senste a partic- 
ular transaction in which names, and catt-s 
and liuures were given. That report was 
made alter the matttr had been referred to 
the Secretary of the Navy, and h'.s own ac- 
count had been Riven to the Senate cf the 
transaction; and that, and that tJone, was 
evtrythirg in which I tillered with the Secrc 
tary of the Navj-, or with auy other part of 
this Administration. 

Bit, Mr. President, let me tellthe honor- 
able Senator from 'Jalifornh, ai d t.very other 
Senator on this llo3r, that they will "do in- 
finitely more to weaken public conlid*nce in 
the Administration whenever there 4i an at- 
tempt to ehrink from a proper and fair inves- 
tigation ot its concerns. The transactions of 
the Navy Department, and of every oth -r 
DepftftaUBt, should be open as day, and they 
shouid ever be ready to meet any and every 
investigation touehitg its conduct; and th.y 
do nothiDg more than justice to themselves 
and to the country when they ask such an in- 
vestigation. 

There was considerable discussion over 
this very plain point; the netves of the con- 
tractors and friends of the contractors and 
the whols army of dependents bciog shocked 
at 6uch boldness. In the course of the stme 
debate Senator Davis, from our State, used 
the following language : 

Sir. President, I Lave remarked from the 
time I first took my beat in this body, the ex- 
treme restiveness, the impatience, the perfect 
revulsion with whic'a the questioning of any 
of the act? of this Admifl.'stralion is received 
by its peculiar friends. I tell the hoaorable 
Senator, and all other Senators, th%i they may 
as well learn to submit to i: at once. The 
acts of the Administration are the proper sub- 
jects of investigation, and while I htve a Beat 
on this Senate lloor, and Lave reason and 
voice-, they shall be investigated to 
the extent of my poor abilities. I 
shall do it in a manner, according to 
my judgment, Hat becomes a Senutor and a 
man; but I intend to do it, let the conse- 
quences be what they ma}-. Wny, sir, has it 
come to this, tba^ the acts of an Administra- 
tion of a great Go. eminent organized aafd in- 
stituted by the people, based upoa a free Con- 
stitution and upon the great principle of pop- 
ular government, cannot be investigated by 
thoae who ditfer from its lino of policy, with 
out incurring the vehement denunciation of 
the advocates of the Government, as it is 
termed 'i I protest against any buch princi- 
ple or any such practice as that. When it be- 
Boasf s ir.uugnrited and installed as the course 
that members in the opposition are to take in 
Mhtlosj to this o." any other Admiaisiratiorr, 
then liberty ii gone forever. While there is 
life in me, I will never tubaxit to such a prin- 
ciple as that. 

The Senator eayc that it ill becomes gentle- 
men, and especially referring tD the Suiator 
from New Hampshire, to endeavor to weaken 
the confidence of the country in the high of- 
ficers who are administerin-.' the Government. 
Sir, there is somethicg more unbecoming 
than that in the course of Seuators who in- 
dulge in such a line of conduct, and it is this: 
to endeavor to Eere n from investigation 
those in \»bom public confidence is sought io 
be sapped where they are delinquent. I lay 
it down as a principle of morals m politics, of 
duty, of patriotism ai.d stateamatBhip, too, 
that where men in high office so act as to 
merit a forfeiture of public confidence, he 
who endeavors to disclose their ihrnt rMWinjl 
is in the highest line of the performance of 
his duly. 

Here are two Senators who certainly had no 
especial reasons for opposing the Administra- 
tion. Oae of them— Mr. Hale, unless we are 
mistaken — la Chairman of the Committee on 
Naval AfLiirp; at least he is one of that Com- 
mittee, lie. is a /.caious friend of tho Admin 
isiration; one who helped to place it in power, 
and who has helped to sustain it since. The 
other (Mr. DavU) is known in Kentucky and 
elsewhere as nn upright, honorable man, and 
disposed to bebiend the Administration. Tfce 
opinion of both of them, ns here expressed in 
open Senate, is to the effect that there is a 
disposition in that body to smother investiga- 
tion into frauds. In such a slate of case, is it 
not probable that the report of the ster.ling ot 
$300,000,000 since the war begau ie true? 



one more operation— t purchase of land, a 
realimtion." This applies, with still more 
force, to the anticipated financial policy of the 
Administration. The legal-tenders, or green- 
back?, require the one mare operation, but the 
National Bank notes require two more — one to 
convert them into "greenbacks" and another 
to "realiz." them or turn them to land or 
produce. 

Have wo not seen already that "money, 
which nobody will give for paper, is hoarded 
and at length disappears?" Have we not seen 
the still further absurd and suicidal policy of 
taxing out of production the only staple that 
will bring the precious metals to this coun- 
try? A folJy of which France, too, was guilty 
in her gTeat revolution, and of which she hid 
to learn from bitter experience how deep the 
injury of that folly cauld be. She interdicted 
commerce for her wines aud silks, and it was 
only alter the fall of Robespierre that she 
found the rest of mankind could do without 
her products better than she could do without 
the coin which they brought into her coffers. 

In the words of thf old song, we are show- 
ing 

"There's sin and folly everywhere." 
We are going down the same broad road. 
For every error and every crime there is blaz- 
ing in red letters on the pages of history its 
counterptrt. Not only in our general, but in 
our particular vices, there is writing as plain 
as that which wrote on the walla at Belshaz- 
ztr's Feast the dreadful letters which an- 
nounced the fall of a great empire. Are we 
not magnanimous enough and wise enough to 
arrest the progress before it comes to destruc- 
tion? 

t^-The /-eetmsfrurftort question is becoming 
the leading topic in Washington. The 
argunieut, as a matter of course, turns upon 
the negro. With slavery, the States cease to 
be Statef, and become territories; without 
slavery they may be States again. This is the 
radical idea, and it admits the fact of secession, 
and that is just what the rebels claim and just 
what loyal men deny. 

f3F"The French are occupying the princi- 
pal cities of Mexico. Juarez, the President 
of Mexico, says he cannot defend them by 
giving them up ; he draws the French into 
the interior aiway from their base, and com- 
pels them to divide and distribute their force 
eo that the guerrillas may harass them, and 
make them feel that Mexico is no easy 
pire to govern.

Messrs. Editors: Nashville is 6till the same 
crowded city of old, with narrow.dirty streets. 
Jus!, now the city is decidedly military, and 
the streets are one lloating tea of army blue. 
* * * The quartering of the troops pass- 
ing through the city is assigned to Captain 
Ralph Hunt, of the Firtt Kentucky volun- 
teers, now in command of the convalescent 
cimps and barracks in and near the city. The 
duties of Captain Hunt are now quite labori- 
ous, and the thanks of the regiments pass'iDg 
through Nashville are due him for his prompt- 
ness in ass igniotr them quarters and provid- 
ing for their welfare. Among the regiments 
now waiting here I notice the Kentucky or 
ganizatlors of the gallant Colonel WatLins 
mounted brigade. 

The warm sun has melted the snow down 
in this latitude, and the streets are a* muddy 
and sloppy as only the streets of Nashville 
can be. ffeavy boots are in demand, and but 
few ladies are to be seen npon the sidewalk-i. 
Army wagons crowd the thoroughfares, and 
almost Babel confusion reigns supreme. 

Gen. Grant is now in the citv, and yester- 
day he could be seen upon ihe street, unat- 
tended by aid or orderly, walking slowly 
along, his eyes bent upon the ground, whiie 
tho cmoke from his cigar curled above bis 
thoughtful face. 

I met to-day my old friend, Lieut. Co' 
Bowman, of the 102d Ohio, who has become 
somewhat notorious since his refusal to re- 
cognize Litut. Col. T. J. Morgan, of the ' ne- 
gro regiment, at Ihe Christmas dinner given 
at heii^quarters. I see many of th« rallc.tl 
journals, in commenting upon the aflfiir, call 
Col. Bowmau ''a fool" and an offetl of "po- 
litical intrigue." I would only say that 1 have 
knewn Col. Bowmau well, tn.i he is a centle- 
man cf high standing, and an officer of rare 
merit He honestly won promotion in biB 
regiment, and is reccgn'zed by all who know 
him as efficient and thoroughly understanding 
his business.

The number 
of white males from 18 to 45 is, iu Maine, 
19.5 per cent, of the wiiole white poculatlop; 
in New York, 29 8 per cent.; in Illinois, 22.1 
percent.; in Minnesota, 2U.8, and in Califor- 
nia, 47 1 per cent. This similar proportion 
in Virginia is I 7 |>er cent ; in S outh Caroiiu.i, 
8.9; in A'kans&s, 20. 1, tm4 iu i't x u», 2 I per 
ceut. The unequal distribution of popu'atioo, 
aa itrespwts age, is owiug to the habits of 
ths people, the older States retaining those 
who ure settled in life, and the younger on^s 
carrying off by tmmitt ration from the more 
active and enterprising of the population. 
This also account* for tne volunteering in the 
Western States being larger in proportion to 
population than the Eastern Stales.

Early yesterday morning, when the ice 
began running, the immense cakes piled over 
each other, forming perfect mountains of ice, 
some of which were fully fifteen feet above 
the surface ot the water. The noise caused 
by the cracking of the ice could be heard for 
a long distance, and the scene, as viewed by 
us, was truly grand, forming a beautiful pan- 
orama. The ice, as it came dashing down 
along the shore struck tfce upper fleet of 
coalboats, sinking one belonging to Hyatt & 
Payne, and one belonging to a man whose 
name we did not learn, and it was with great 
difficulty that the whole fleet was prevented 
from being carried away by the rushing ice 
The towboat Gray Fox had steam up, 
and succeeded in holding tbe*c boats 
to the 6hore, while the ice all arouod 
was piling up mountain-high. The ice 
kept coming down with great force, and 
one cake of immense size struck the tow- 
boat Grey Fox, cuUing a large hole in her 
side. The boat filled rapidly with water, 
and in a few moments she capsized, and now 
lira at the foot of Clay street, nearly the en- 
tire boat being under the water, and the ice 
gorged in tightly around her. The Grey Fox 
was owned by Hyatt A Payne of this city, 
who had purchased her but a few days since 
for the sum ol fifteen thousand dollars. The 
boat will ptovc a total loss, it being impossi- 
ble to 6ave acy of her machinery. The boilers 
fell from the boat at the time she capsized. 
There was no insurance on the boat. The 
pilot who was at the wheel of the Grey Fox 
made a very narrow escape from drowning. 
The coal which was sunk will be saved in a 
damaged condition. 

Great feare are entertained by river and boat- 
men that there will be considerable destruction 
of property when the ice breaks up. There 
are at the wharf twenty -six barges loaded, each 
of which contain about twenty thousand 
bushels. At Tow-head there are several small 
barges, and four large ones are lying at the 
effersonville wharf. 

The weather for the past two days has 
been such as will cause a sudden rise 
in the river, and if that rise should be 

can 

lying at our wharf. 
The ice is gorged from the shore to about the 
middle of the river, and but little if any dam- 
age will be done until the shore ice gives away. 
We yesterday paid a visit to the river, going 
along the entire wharf, and the facts as related 
are not exaggerated. Gentlemen who have 
made an examination inform ut that at some 
places the ice has been piled up until it 1b 
from fifteen to twenty-five feet In thickness, 
and when these great piles begin to move they 
carry with them such great force as to snap 
as if they were thread the large chains and 
ropes that hold the coal-boats. 

Notwithstanding the great amount of ice 
floating in the river, persons were crossing in 
6kiffs, taking passengers over for the moder- 
ate price of one dollar per head. The skiffs 
are pulled around between the cakes, dodg- 
ing the floating ice. Some fcur or five skiffs 
were kept busy all day, and the owners did a 
large and profitable business. A number of 
persons are amusing themselves on the ice 
near the shore, some boys enjoying the fine 
sport of skating. On yesterday two lads who 
were on the ice got on a place where it 
was thin, and they broke through. Their 
cries attracted the attention of some men 
near by, who threw a rope to the drowning 
boys, and thus saved them from a watery 
grave. If tbis weather should continue it is 
generally believed that the new gorge which 
has been formed will give way during the 
prc-bent week.

Selling Liquor to Soldiers— A Nvmbeb 
of Bar-rooms Closed— Rowdyism on tue 
Streets.— During the past few days a lar^e 
number of regiments, who have re-rulirtt d 
in the veteran curpf>, have arrival in tbir. city, 
and a number of ihem arc waiting to be paid 
off at this place. Their descriptive rolls arc 
being made out as fast as poasible,and they 
will be paid during the present week. While 
the rolls are being made out the soldiers have 
to remain here, and a large number of them 
have been allowed the privilege of the city, 
obtaining passes from the proper officers. 
These, soldiers, while here, have been in the 
habit of visiting low drinking houses, where 
they were able to obtain liquor which is suffi 
cient to make any man crazy, and while under 
the Influence of it they have become very 
boisterous and disorderly on the streets. Yes- 
terday the Provost Guard was kept busy, and 
early In the day the guard-house was filled 
with drunken soldiers. In the neighborhood 
of Exchange barracks several fights occur- 
red, which resulted in the combatants receiv- 
ing black eyes, bloody noses aud being ar- 
rested. One party of eight soldiers in the af- 
ternoon were going down Jefferson street, 
making a noise that could be heard for miles, 
and taking full possession of the sidewalks, 
to the exclusion of all others. Major Fitch 
saw them, and as soon as he could reach his 
office sent a guard, who escorted the disor- 
derly parly to the guardhouse. 

The Belling or giving of liquor to soldiers 
is a violation of both the State law and orders 
issued by the commander of this post, and we 
have often, through our columns, warned 
barkeepers in regard to the matter, but 
they took no notice of tie warning, 
and kept on. In order to put a stop to it, 
and to prevent the trouble caused by drunken 
aoldiers, Major Fitch yesterday closed the

OF a Horse thief.— On Saturday a 
man by the name of Thomas A. Adkins, alias 
Geo. H. Monroe, stopped at the hcuseof Tay- 
lor Iford, in this county, and traded a fine bay 
mare with that gentlemin for a colt. Af 
Adkins left the suspicions of Mr. Hord were 
aroused in consequence of the actions of 
Adkins in making the trade, and he thought 
that the horse for which he had just traded 
was stolen. Mr. Haddox, who was near, at 
the request of Mr. Hord, started after the 
man, and traced him to this city. He related 
the lacts to officers Cross aud 8hindler, who, 
being satisfied that the horse was stolen, 
started in pursuit of the man. They found 
him early yesterday morning at his house, in 
the alley between Market and Main and 
Fourth and Fifth streets, when they arrested 
him. The horse is supposed to have been 
stolen from Mrs. Bell, who resides in Shelby 
county, as she had on the night previous lost 
a horse answering the description of the one 
which Adkins had traded to Taylor Hord. 
Adkins was taken before Judge Johnston yes 
terday morning, but the witnesses not being 
present the cose was continued until Thurs- 
day morning. 

Explosion of a Locomotive— One Mas 
Killed and another Fatally Injur- 
ed. — A very serious accident occured on 
the Lebanon Branch ot the Nishville rail- 
road yesterday, which resulted in the instant 
death of one man and the wounding of an- 
other, so that he cannot possibly recover. 
About 4 o'clock in the afternoon, while the 
down train was ruuniog at full speed, the loco- 
motive exploded with a terrinic noise, throw- 
ing the engineer, Mr. Gatwell , a considerable 
distance, killing him instantly. A sou of 
Mr. Gatwell, who was on the engine at the 
time,was,by the force of the explosion, thrown 
into an adjoining field, a distance of fifty feet, 
and so seriously injured that it is not thought 
possible for h'm to recover. So great was 
the force of the explosion that the fences on 
both sides of the road were leveled with the 
ground. The train was crowded with pas- 
sengers, bnt fortunately none of them were in- 
jured. Owing to this accident the other trains 
on the Labanon Branch were detained, as the 
track was damaged to a considerable extent. 
We were unable to learn the cause of the ex- 
plosion. 

Arrest of a Noted Guerilla in Owen 
County— He is Rescued by tue Citizens. — 
Oa the 1 -.Li of the present month the assist- 
ant Provost Marshal of Owen county arrested 
a noted gueiilli by the name of Dick Low, and 
placed him in the county jail for safekeep- 
ing. This fellow Low, together with his 
brother and another notorious character, 
male their escape from Camp Chase some 
two months since, and made their way to 
Owen connty. Had the Marshal of the coun- 
ty had a force of men he could have captured 
the whole party. Low was placed in the 
county j dl the day he was arrested, and a 
number of rebels in the county, hearing of his 
an est, collected together and went to the 
jail and demanded that the prisoners be given 
up. The mob being armed and ther a being 
no guard at the )ail , the prisoner was given 
up, and the crowd carried him off in great 
triumph. Some proper steps should be taken 
to put a stop to these outrages and protect 
the people against these lawless mobs. 

Accident on tub Jeffebsonville Rail- 
road.— We learn that the train which left 
Indianapolis yesterday for Jtffirsonville ran 
off the tiack about twenty miles this side of 
the former place. The accident was caused 
by the spreading of the rails, and it is said 
that a number of the cars were badly dam- 
•ged. Owing to the accident no train ar- 
rived from Jndianapolis, and we were unable 
to learn the fall particulars.

Be it rtvolved. That the said (.arrett Davis has, 
by the introduction of the resolutions aforesaid, 
been guilty of advising the people of the United 
State* to treat-onable. insurrectionary anJ rebell- 
ioue action against the Government of the United 
States, and of a gross violation of the privilegi s < if 
the Senate; for which causes he i* hereby expelled. 

The Presiding Officer (Mr. Anthony in the 
chair. ) Will the Senate give unanimous con- 
sent for the consideration of the resolution at 
the present time ?
